All written
comments become part of the permanent record. City staff can discuss this proposal in person or via
telephone. However, the City will consider only written comments when issuing the decision on this
proposal.

Decision: The Planning Director will consider any comments received and issue a decision to approve
the proposal, approve the proposal with conditions, or deny the proposal. The earliest date that the
decision would be issued is April 24, 2015. The decision may be issued after this date depending upon
the amount of comments received and complexity of the proposal.

A copy of the decision will be mailed only to persons that submit written comments prior to the issuance
of a decision.

To appeal the decision: The Planning Director’s decision may be appealed by any party that is
aggrieved or adversely impacted by the decision, or that believes an error was made regarding the
evaluation of the approval standards and criteria for the proposal. Appeals are heard by the Planning
Commission, and must be filed within 15 days of the issuance of a decision. Notice of an appeal
hearing will be sent to all parties that received this notice.

Appeals must be made in writing, use forms provided by the City, and include the fee for an appeal.
The appeal process and requirements are explained in Milwaukie Municipal Code Section 19.1010
Appeals. Contact staff at 503-786-7630 for information about the appeal process.

After an appeal hearing, the Planning Commission’s decision may be appealed to the Oregon Land
Use Board of Appeals (LUBA), 550 Capitol St SE, Suite 235, Salem, OR 97301 (503-373-1265). Any
issue that is intended to provide a basis for appeal to LUBA must be raised prior to the issuance of the
Planning Director’s decision or prior to the conclusion of the Planning Commission’s appeal hearing.
Failure to raise an issue with sufficient specificity, and accompanied by statements or evidence
sufficient to afford the responsible parties an opportunity to respond to the issue, will preclude any
appeal on that issue to LUBA.
